Around  It  surges  all  the  historical 
and  religious  differences  between 
Christianity  and  Mohammedanism.

TTAWA,  Dec.  14.— Can- 
ada's import  and  export 
trade  for  the  month  of 
November  this  year  was  $56,- 
108,781  greater  in  value  than  for 
November,  1921.  Figures  issued 
this  evening  by  the  Department 
of  Customs  and  Excise  show 
that  the  grand  total  of  Canadian 
trade  for  November  was  $208,- 
020,232,  as  Compared  with  $151,- 
911,451  in  November,  1921.  Both 
exports  of  domestic  rnerchandise 
and  imports  show  an  increase 
over  November,  1921.  In  the 
case  of  the  former,  the  increase 
totalled  $44,262,811,  while  in  the 
latter  the  increase  amounts  to 
$11,922,816.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  14. — "Sometimes," 
observed  Mr.  Albert  Thomas,  director 
of  the  International  Labor  Office  of 
the  League  of  Nations,  in  addressing 
the  Canadian  Club  and  the  Ottawa 
branch  of  the  League  of  Nations  So- 
ciety today,  "sometimes  behind  the 
idea  of  national  sovereignty  we  find 
selfishness  and  resistance  to  the  new 
of  InternaUonal  solidarity." 


Mr.  Thomas  was  .speaking  on  the 
attitude  of  some  nations  toward  the 
ratification  of  conventions  adopted  at 
the  International  ^Labor  Conference 
of  the  League.  He  spoke  first  in  ap- 
preciation of  the  Canadian  delegatea 
to  the  conference,  sent  aUke  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  employers  and 
workers,  and  emphasised  some  of  the 
difficulties  encountered  In  having  the 
conventions  made  eff&ctlve.  Each 
country,  he  pointed  out.  was  free 
either  to  ratify  or  not  to  ratify,  but 
there  was  ne  obligation  to  submit  the 
convention  to  the  competent  legisla- 
tive authorities  of  the  country  con- 
cerned. 

The  idea  of  national  sovereignty 
had,  he  said,  been  sometimes  urged  as 
an  obstacle.  "I  have  great  respect  for 
national  sovereignty,"  Mr.  Thomas 
declared.  "But  it  ,is  sometimes  a 
great  difficulty  In  the  way  of  inter- 
national developments." 

Spreading  Information 

Because  of  particular  Interests  in- 
volved and  the  resistance  evidenced 
In  some  caaes  toward  ratification,  the 
Director  of  the  International  Labor 
Office  had  to  go  from  country  to 
country  endeavoring  to  create  a  more 
informed  public  opinion. 

Mr.  Thomas  outlined  the  work  of 
the  International  Labor  Office  and 
urged  that  French  and  British  people, 
who  had  fought  together  for  the  free- 
dom of  the  world,  should  unite  In 
efforts  for  the  League  of  Nations. 

INCREASED  POPULATION 
REMEDY  FOR  TROUBLES 

BRANDON.  Dec.  14— The  onry 
remedy  for  the  existing  troubles  of 
this  country  was  increased  population, 
declared  Mr.  Robert  Forke.  M  P., 
leader  of  the  Progressive  Party,  at  a 
banquet  of  the  Brandon  Builders'  Ex- 
change here  lost  night,  at  which  ho 
was  accorded  a  great  reception. 
Stating  that  the  debts  of  Canada  were 
growing  by  million*  of  dollars  year 
by  year,  the  Progressive  leader  did 
not  hold  out  hope*  for  reduction  of 
taxation  for  niuiiy  years  t:>  como.

Consulted  Former  Premiers 

Mr.  Bonar  Law's  statement  was 
based  on  a  number  of  questions  sub- 
mitted by  Sir  John  Simon,  who  said 
he  had  framed  his  queries  after  con- 
sultation with  former  Premiers 
Asqultb  and  Lloyd  George,  and  the 
leader  of  the  Parliamentary  Labor 
party.

French  Lone  Action 
"What  is  the  attitude  of  the  gov- 
ernment anent  France's  desiring  to 
taka  *uch  action  on  her  own  account  T 
"What,  In  the  view  of  the  govern- 
ment. Is  the  return  between  the  dis- 
cussion and  settlement  of  the  ques- 
tion* of  reparations  and  lnter-Allled 
debts  on  the  one  hand,  and  in  the 
taking  of  independent  notion  by  one 
or  other  of  the  Allies  on  the  other 
hand?" 

In  reply  Premier  Bonar  Law  said: 
"I  think  it  is  right  that  we  should 
try  to  look  at  these  question*  from 
the  point  of  view  of  France. 

Worse  Than  Before 
"What   la   their   view?  Germany 
undertook     to     pay    a    very  large 
amount.     Almost   nothing   has  been 
paid. 

"Since  then  we  have  had  confer- 
ence after  conference  and  what  has 
been  the  result?  The  result  ha*  been 
in  every'  case.  In  one  form  or  other, 
that  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  mora- 
torium wo  have  found  ourselves  In 
a  worse  position  for  getting  money 
out  of  Germany  than  we  were  before 
the  discussions. 

"That  is  the  view  of  France.  She 
may  also  very  fairly  say  this  result

Chief  Justice  Hunter  said  that  ha 
entirely  concurred  with  the  refer- 
ences made  by  the  Jury  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  highway  at  the  scene 
of  the  accident  (near  Belmont  Ave- 
nue); and  he  would  take  the  liberty 
of  ordering  that  the  formal  statement 
presented  by  the  Jury  foreman  be 
transmitted  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Francis  E.  Wlnslow,  Jury  fore- 
man, pronounced  the  unanimous  ver- 
dict arrived  at  after  a  three  days' 
trial,  and  as  a  result  of  nearly  three 
hours'  deliberation  by  the  special 
Jury  of  eight  Mr.  Wlnslow  asked  the 
learned  Judge  If  a  statement  might 
be  made  without  prejudice  to  the 
verdict. 

A  Public  Menace 

"I  see'  no  reason  why  you  should 
not,"  replied  the  Chief  Justice. 

Mr.  Wlnslow  read  tha  following 
statement: 

"The  Jury  wish  to  state  that,  hav- 
ing viewed  the  scene  of  the  accident, 
they  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion 
that  that  portion  of  Fort  Street  com- 
monly known  aa  the  Dardanelles,  is 
a  menace  to  public  safety;  and  that 
the  city  should  take  steps  to  correct 
this  condition.  They-  also  wish  to 
point  out  that  some  portions  of  the 
curb  and  gutter  along  this  part  of 
the  street  are  in  a  dangerous  condi- 
tion." 

Chief  Justice  Hunter — It  is  evident 
from  the  length  of  time  you  have 
given  to  your  deliberations,  gentle- 
men, that  you  have  given  this  case 
the  most  careful  consideration;  and 
I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  sending 
your  statement  to  tha  Mayor. 

"I  may  say  also,"  continued  the 
lesrned  Chief  Justice,  that  having 
viewed  the  locus  in  quo  myself,  1 
have  only  to  express  my  surprise  that 
'  this  condition  has  been  allowed  to 
continue  as  long  as  It  has.  It  is  un 
doubtedly  a  dangerous  death  trap; 
and  I  an.  rather  inclined  to  think 
that  the  city  might  be  open  to  an  In- 
dictment for  maintaining  a  danger 
ous  nuisinee;  and  might  And  them 
selves  some  time  in  a  civil  action." 
The  Judge's  Cliarge 

Mr.  H.  A.  Maclean,  K.  ('.,  appear 
ing  with  Mr.  H.  O.  lawiion  for  the 
plulntlff,  applied  for  Judgment  with 
costs  in  accordance  with  the  verdict 
In  answer  to  the  Chief  Justice.  Mr 
H.  B.  Robertson,  K.  C,  represenUng 
the  defendant  company,  said  that  he 
could  not  oppose  the  motion.  Judg- 
ment was  given  for  $7,000  and  costs 

Kxplainlng  the  law  of  negligence. 
Chief  Justice  Hunter,  in  his  charge  to 
the  Jury,  said  that  the  street  car  and 
the  boy  cyclist  had  equal  rights  to 
the  use  of  the  highway.  They  must 
remember  that  the  boy  had  no  right 
to  ride  on  the  sidewalk.  If  they  be- 
lieved the  evidence  for  the  plaintiff, 
they  would  And  that  the  boy  was 
c  aught  in  a  dangerous  trap,  where 
the  overhang  of  the  side  of  the  car 
actually  left  only  three  feet  of  fair- 
way. 

On  the  other  hand,  continued  the 
bar  nod  judge,  the  defence  waa  that 
the  car  had  passed  the  boy  at 
I  lace  where  there  was  sufficient  room 
for  the  boy  to  ride  in  safety.  They 
had  had  the  great  advantage  of  per- 
sonally viewing  the  scene  of  the  ac 
cident.  It  waa  for  them  to  say  if 
that  view  was  not  a  deciaive  factor 
In  the  coneluaion  they  would  enme 
to.  He  must  warn  them,  if  they 
found  for  the  plaintiff,  not  to  award 
unreasonable  damages.  Such  a  find- 
ing would  Ineviianiy  lead  to  an  ap 
peal;  and  that  would  mean  added 
expense  for  the  father  of  the  boy 
^  liengihy  liberation 

When     the    Jury  had  been  absent 
nhoui  fifty  minutes,  the  foreman  re- 
turned to  the  courtroom  and  ask«*d 
tho    Judge    If    the  verdict    must  be 
unanimous.    The    answer    was  that 
they  must  remain  In  deliberation  for 
threr  hours  before  any  but  a  unan 
imous  verdict  could  be  accepted  by 
the  court.    After  that  time,  a 
rendered  by  three-fourths  of  the  Jury 
would  be  In  order.    Tha    Jury,  con 
elating*  of  eight  men  drawn  from  the 
grand  Jury  list.  flnaUy    returned  to 
court  after  a  total  absence  of  two 
hours  and  fifty  minutes.  The 
approach  of  the  third  hour  ha<! 
rlaa  to  a  feeling  among  counsel  and 
spectators  thai  the  result  might  be  a 
disagreement,     with     the  resulting 
necessity  for  a  new  trial.    This  feel 
Ing  waa  dispelled  by  the  snnounce 
ment  of  Mr  Wlnslow  that  the 
waa  unanimous.     It  wai 
jectured    that    the  long  deliberation 
must  have  been  occasioned  by  a  dlf 
fleulty  In  agreeing  up«»n  the  amount 
of  damages 

The  evidence  accepted  by  the  Jury 
went  to  show  that  the  accident  oc- 
curred when  young  Norrls.  riding 
home  fro.n  school  with  two  hoy 
companion*,  was  overtaken  by  a 
Mount  Toimie  city -bound  street  ear 
opposite  Belmont  Avenue.     At  that

N A  !  ION  A i  DEBTS 

.,  

The  manner  in  which  government* 
have   come  'to   regard    the  national 
debt*  arising  out  of  the  Great  War 
does  not  betray    a    very  optimistic 
outlook  on  the  future  of  their  coun- 
tries.   The  national  debts  are  almost 
ii. variably  blamed  for  the  high  tax 
atlon  that  prevail*    They  are  blamed 
I  ecause    new   taxes  are   imp. -Jed  in 
tinns  of  peace.   They  «re  blamed  be 
cause  there  is  unemployment.  They 
must  also  bear   the   blame  because 
government*,   seemingly,   find   it  so 
hard  to  cope  with  the  problems  of 
reconstruction.    This  whole  question 
of  regarding  national  debts    as  an 
incubus  is  largely  a  state  of  mind.  In 
the  past  in  the   history  of  British 
peoples,    the    larger    their  national 
debts  have  become  the  more  prosper- 
ous they  have  grown,  and  in  the  case 
of  England  itself  in  the  past  it  is  an 
extraordinary  commentary  that  eren 
when*  that  country  owed  most,  in  pro- 
portion to  its  population  and  income, 
it  spent  most,  taxation  became  con- 
stantly lighter,  yet  still  the  Exchequer 
was  full.    One  way  of  measuring  the 
burden    of   national   debt    may  be 
emoted  in  the  case  of  Britain.  Here 
is  an  interesting  statement  which  will 
explain  what  we  mean: 

National   Debt  after  Great  Euro- 
pean War,  £7,876,000,000  (1920). 

National     Income     before  Great 
European  War  £2,300,000.000  (1913). 

National    Debt    after  Napoleonic 
Wars.  £846.000,000  (1816). 

National  Income  before  Napoleonic 
Wars.  £250.000.000  (1792). 

It  may  be  pointed  out  in  connec- 
tion with  the  foregoing  that  in  each 
case  the  national  debt  -was  3.4  times 
the  national  income.  It  is  at  least 
conceivable  to  believe  that  Britain  is 
in  An  equally  good  position  to  cope 
with  such  a  national  debt  as  she  has 
today,  with  her  infinitely  greater  re- 
sources, than  she  was  after  the  Napol- 
eonic Wars.  Macaulay.  in  his  History 
of  England,  relates  how  1n  1815  the 
cry  of  despair  about  the  nation's  out- 
look rose  louder  thau  ever,  and  again 
the  cry  war  found  to  be  as  unreason- 
able as  ever.  '  After  a  few  years  of 
.  xhaustion."  he  writes,  "England  re- 
covered herself.  Yet.  like  Addison's 
valetudinarian,  who  continued  to 
whimper  that  he  was  dying  of  con- 
sumption till  he  became  so  fat  that 
he  was  shamed  into  silence,  she  went 
on  complaining  that  she  was  sunk  in 
poverty  till  her  wealth  showed  itself 
by  tokens  which  made  her  complaints 
ridiculous.  The  beggared,  the  bank- 
rupt society,  not  only  proved  able 
to  mm  all  its  obligations,  but,  while 
meeting  those  obligations.  grew 
richer  and  richer  so  fast  that  the 
growth  could  almost  be  discerned  by 
the  eye."  Britain  in  1816,  as 
Macaulay  showed,  found  it  as  easy 
to  pay  the  interest  on  £800,000,000 
as  she  had  found  it  a  century  before 
to  pay  the  interest  cm  £80,000,000. 

There  are  today,  as  in  Napoleonic 
times,  prophets  of  evil  at  large.  There 
are"  those  who  foretell  that  Britain 
will  fall  to  the  rank  <A  a  second;  class 
nation,  because  of  her  immense  war 
debt.  There  still  are  those  who  vapor 
about  her  decadence.  They  arc  wholly 
in  error,  because  they  fall  to  take 
into  their  reckoning  the  resources 
of  the  oouatry.  They,  just  aa  their 
ancestors  in  such  criticisnt,  arc 
greatly  overestimating  the  burden  of 
a  national  debt.  They  underestimate 
the  virtues  of  the  race.  What  they 
do  not  understand  are  the  lessons  of 
history.  .As  Macaulay  has  shown,  by 
indisputable  facts,  with  the  growth 
Of  the  national  debt  England's  trade 
has  flourished  more  and  more,  her 
wealth  has  increased,  the  nation  has 
become  richer  and  richer.  That .  is 
what  is  happening  today.  There  are 
signs  of  increasing  prosperity  on  the 
horizon  and  there  is  no  sign  what- 
ever in  any  quarter  that  Britain  will 
not  be  able  .to  meet  all,  and  more 
than  .tU.  her  obligations.

..    v  "-1    •!<  at    I,      \,r    t  uplallir.)  from 
the  standpoint   of  the   Liquor  Con- 
trol Board    There  h  room  for  inve* 
tigation,  and  room,  too.  for  a  publu 
•»g     explanation  of  some  matters  which 
were  discussed  before  that  commit- 
tee.    It  would   be  possible  to  cntci 
into  particulars  relating    to  several 
varieties  of  Scotch  whiskies  and  to 
quote   the   prices  paid   for   these  by 
the  Liquor  Control  Board,  and  at  the 
same  time  show  the  prices  at  which 
such  whiskies  are  listed  by  the  dis- 
tilleries in  the  Old  Country.    For  the 
moment  Tt  is  sufficient  to  give  a  few 
particulars    relating    to    the  brand 
known    as     Roderick     Dhu.  This 
whisky  could  have  been  procured  and 
can  still  be  procured  by  the  Liquor 
Controf  Board  from  the  local  agent 
and  laid  down  here  in  bond  at  $12.50 
per  case.  • It  can  be  secured  in  any 
Amount  ^required.    The  Government 
has  purchased  this  whisky,  but  we 
are  informed  it  has  done  so  through 
a  Montreal  agency  and  has  paid  for 
it  at  the  rate  of  $22.77  per  case  f.o.b 
Montreal.    If  we  are  correctly  in- 
formed   one    consignment    of  1.690 
cases   waa   purchased  at  this  price, 
whereas    the    shipment    could  have 
been  secured  at  $12.50  a  case.  The 
saving  effected   at    the    latter  price 
would  have  been  upwards '  of  $16,000 
on  the  one  shipment  alone.  'There 
ought  to  be  an  explanation  forthcom- 
ing to  show  why  the  Liquor  Board 
indulged  in  such  an    excessive  ex- 
penditure, and  what  was  the  reason 
for  the  spread  in  price,  or,  in  other 
words,  who  profited  through  the  dif- 
ference. 

These  are  matters  connected  with 
the  purchase  of  liquor  for  the  Liquor 
Control  Board  that  must  be  cleared 
up  eventually.    There  is  possibly  a 
full  and  ample  explanation,  but  the 
evidence  submitted  before  the  Public 
Accounts  Committee  leaves  too  much 
to     conjecture.  Attorney-General 
Manson  is  new  at  his  work.    He  has 
probably   not   had   time  to  make  a 
thorough   investigation   into  all  the 
departments  which  he  controls.  That 
he  will  do  so  as  a  result  of  evidence 
that  has,  come  to  his  notice  we  have 
no  reason  to  doubt.    Let  us  tell  him 
that  the  fact  remains  that,  notwith- 
standing price  reductions  on  liquors 
sold  by  the  Liquor  Control  Board, 
there  is  still,  in  the  case  of  some 
brands  of  Scotch,  as  high  a  profit  as 
upwards  of  $2  per  bottle  being  made. 
This  is  excessive.     It    is    not  the 
method  which  will    tend    to  make 
liquor  control  popular.    It  is  the  way 
to    encourage    "bootlegging."  We 
urge  the   Attorney-General  to  take 
this  matter  under  consideration  and 
overhaul    the    methods    which  are 
adopted  in  a  branch  of  Governmental 
business  that  has  become  the  greatest 
revenue-producer  that  this  Province's 
exchequer  has  got.

During  the  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture flow  nearing  its  end  the  old  cry 
that  the  only  way  to  d«al  with  "boot- 
leggers" is  to  give  the  British  Colum 
bia  Government  a  monopoly  in  the 
purchase  of  liquor  was  again  raised. 
That  monopoly,  as  we  pointed  out 
before,  would  aimply  mean  a  mon- 
poly  in  controlling  the  price.  The 
Government  has  made  a  first  move 
in  combating  "bcxrtlegging"  by  reduc- 
ing the  prices  of  its  liquors.  It  is 
only  a  beginning,  and  a  very  small 
one.  The  true  way  is  to  bring  the 
prfee  of  Government -sold  liquor  to 
a  point  where  it  will  no  longer  be 
profitabld  for  any  "bootlegger"  to 
operate  This  will  -olre  the  prob- 
lem, and  aave  th«  expenditure  of 
many  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  cm 
plqyment  of  "stool  pigeons"  and 
.  tber  methods  designed  to  detect 
illicit  traffickers  in  liquor

SUCCESSION  DUTIE8 

The  comment  offered  by  Mr.  W.  J 
Bowser  on  the  amendment  to  the 
Succession  Duties  Act  is  very  much 
to  the  point.  Through  the  amend- 
ment the  amount  of  an  estate  ex 
emptcd  from  succession  duties  is  cut 
from  $5,000  to  $1,000  and  the  amount 
which  passes  exempt  to  a  widow  or 
children  from  $25,000  to  $10,000.  The 
new  legislation  meant  an  increase  in 
the  taxation  levied  on  the  dead.  It 
is  a  desire  to  reach  out  after  even 
the  smallest  benificiaries  through 
wills,  and  why  it  should  be  consid 
ered  necessary  to  do  this  is  not  under' 
standable.  No  doubt  it  will  mean 
more  revenue,  but  we  were  promised 
in  the  Budget  that  there  would  be 
no  new  taxation.  Succession  duties 
are  taxation,  and  they  have  been 
increased  in  their  incidence  by  mak 
ing  them  reach  those  who  they  never 
reached  befbre. 

A  policy  such  as  is  implied  in  the 
amendment  noted  will  not  tend  to 
encourage  thrift.  It  will  teach  people 
to  evade  succession  duties  by  dispos- 
ing of  their  savings  while  living 
rather  than  waiting  for  the  State  to 
dispose  of.  them  when  they  are  dead. 
It  will  teach  them  to  invest  in  secur- 
ities that  cannot  be  touched  by  the 
Government  of  this  Province,  and 
that  means  that  it  will  prevent  in- 
vestments being  made  in  British  Co- 
lumbia. The  amendment  to  the  Sac- 
cession  Duties  Act  may  bring  in  more 
revenue,  but  it  will  have  effects  alto- 
Kether  unexpected  by  the  Govern- 
ment. There  is  enough  hostility  to  the 
lengths  to  which  this  legislation  has 
been  carried  without  arousing  any 
more  The  subject  has  been  given 
altogether  too  little  consideration. 
Mr.  Bowser,  in  protesting,  has  voiced 
a  universal  wish  for  surcease  from 
the  burden  of  succession  duties  on 
small  estates,  instead  of.  as  the  Gov- 
ernment intends,  making  that  harden 
more  embracing. 

The  substantial  majority  secured 
by  Mr.  George  Jay  in  the  School 
Boavd  election  of  Wednesday  is  the 
culmination  of  a  record  of  confid- 
ence in  that  gentlemen  which  must 
be  a  source  of  justifiable  pride  to 
him.  In  192J  he  enters  tfpon  his 
twenty-second  term  as  School 
Trustee.  It  ia  a  proud  distinction  and 
it  has  been  well  earned  by  Mr.  Jay 
He  has  brought  to  bear  upon  the 
duties  of  the  School  Board  untiring 
tnergy.  The  consistency  of  his  good 
tervtct  in  office  is  persistently  recog- 
nised by  the  electors.

Bo  aa  not  to  be  too  drastic  at  the 
outset  a  prov|.ion  waa  added  to  the 
Jury  Act  whereby  when  woman  are 
chosen  on  th«  annual  Jury  list  they 
will   b«   notlflad   by   res  1st.  red  mall 
and  given  fifteen  day*  In  which  to 
r.fuaa.     if  they  do  not  refu*e  they 
will  b«  called  upon  In  their  turn  Just 
•a  the  men  are  called  now.    No  dla- 
UncUon  waa  made  between  criminal 
and  civil  caaee.     Mr.  Farrla  pointed 
out  that  women  would  have  the  earn* 
rla-ht  aa  men  to  apply  for  releaeo  on 
any  giran  day  on  praaentatlon  of  a 
doctors   certificate  of  Incapacity  on 
account  of  health. 

The  suggestion  waa  made  that  If 
at  any  given  trial  the  judge  thougn' 
women  ahould  not  aerve  he  ehould 
hav.  the  power  to  glv.  a  d.clalon  to 
lh»a  effect. 

In  Introducing  the  amendment.  Mr 
Farrla  aald  that  he  had  healtated  to 
take  thla  action  before  because  he 
felt  women  ahould  not  be  called  upon 
to  aaaume  thla  responsibility  until 
th»y  aaked.  Within  the  paat  few 
month*,  however,  practically  every 
woman's  organisation  In  Vancouver 
bad  gone  on  record. 

"I  ahould  hate  to  aee  a  woman  on 
a  murder  case,"  he  proteated.  "It 
1«  against  woman's  make-up,  I  ahould 
hate  to  aee  any  of  my  women  friends 
serving  on  jurlea." 

Mr.  N.  a.  Walllngsr  aald  the 
women  of  Cranbrook  had  taken  up 
the  matter  and  wer.  in  favor  of  the 
proposal. 

Mr  H.  F.  Herein  aald  he  waa  op 
nosed  to  the  bill  aa  women  were  be 
Ing   given   exemptions   not   open  to 
men. 

'Thla  la  not  a  caae  of  equal  right* 
for  women,"  he  declared.  "It  la  is 
case  giving  them  superior  rights  " 

Mr.  w.  J.  Bowser  said  that  one  of 
the  difficulties  waa  in  regard  to  keep- 
ing jurlea  together  for  three  or  four 
daye  on  long  murder  trlala.  but  after 
hearing  the  debate  voted  for  the 
measure. 

Mra.  M.  E.  gmlth  pointed  out  that 
women  served  on  Jurlea  In  Scandin- 
avia, in  many  of  the  etate*  of  the 
United  State*,  in  England  and  in 
Alberta.  She  aald  ah*  could  eee 
many  objection*,  but  thought  wlae 
restriction*  could  overcome  these. 

Mr.  David  Whiteside  put  himself 
on  record  a*  against  the  bill  and  Mr 
Bam  Guthrie  declared  that  the  nega- 
tive argument*  reminded  him  of  the 
claaa  of  argument*  used  against  wo 
man'*  *uffruge. 

On  the  vote  the  Government  sup- 
port was  almost  solid,  but  the  Con- 
•iTvativea  were  divided,     only  Mr 
Bowaer  and  three  or  four  follower*

•  There  la  always  that  danger,  but 
In  specific  cases  of  sales  tor  medi- 
cinal purpose  no  fee  is  charged,"  re- 
plied the  Attorney-General 
Vendors  Disobey  Law 
Mr.  R.  U.  Poolsy  declared  that 
some  vendors  were  not  enforcing  tbe 
liquor  legislation  according  to  ths 
spirit  of  the  art,  and  charged  that  in 
Victoria  two  minors,  known  to  be 
less  than  16  years  of  age,  had  pur- 
chased liquor  from  the  Government 
store. 

Mr.  Manson  was  given  a  transscrlpt 
of  svldence  In  the  case  and  promised 
investigation. 

A  clause  Is  being  inserted  in  tbe 
act  to  force  advertisers  of  liquor  to 
specify  that  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment or  the  Liquor  Board  have  noth- 
ing to  do  with  the  advertising. 

Mr.  Pooley  favored  a  more  drastic 
clause,  forbidding  the  use  of  news- 
papers or  outdoor  hoardings  for  the 
advertising  of  liquor.  In  this  oonten 
tlon  he  was  supported  by  Capt,  Ian 
Mackenzie,  of  Vancouver,  who  held 
that  some  breweries  and  distilleries 
were  lowering  the  prestige  of  tbe 
Government  by  attempting  to  couple 
the  Liquor  Board  with  their  own 
private  brands. 

Stipulation  of  Imprisonment  for 
first  offence  of  soiling  malt  liquor 
was  attacked  by  Capt.  Mackenile, 
who  held  that  in  the  fact  of  the 
present  condition  of  public  opinion 
It  would  be  unduly  harsh  to  Inflict 
sudh  punishment. 

Must  Enforce  Law 

"So  long  as  the  Legislature  has  a 
law  like  this  on  the  statute  book  it 
cannot  afford  to  let  any  opportunity 
pass  to  strengthen  enforcement  of 
the  law."  declared  Mr.  Manson.  "Un- 
der present  conditions  thsrs  have 
been  scores  of  cases  where  peopls 
charged  under  tbe  act  have  been  re- 
leased on  ball  of  $100,  and  have 
estreated  their  balL  In  the  case  of 
second  offences  the  organisation, 
have  sent  up  other  member*  to  bear 
the  brunt.  That  has  not  been  satis- 
factory, and  a  continuance  of  that 
condition  will  result  In  a  general 
breakdown  of  the  act's  enforce- 
ment." # 

"Organisations  which  aell  beer  for 
personal  profit  should  be  prosecuted 
to  the  fullest  extent  ot  tbe  law.  but 
fraternal  organisations  should  not  be 
subjeetsd  to  such  regulation*."  de- 
clared Capt.  Maokensle. 

The  Attorney-General  said  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  distinguish  be- 
tween legitimate  fraternal  organisa- 
tions and  proprietary  beer  clubs. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Perry.  Fort  George,  fa- 
vored elimination  of  tbe  clause  al- 
together and  a  substitution  of  the 
former  conditions  when  S  per  cent 
proof  spirits  could  bs  sold. 

"That's  absolutely  Impractlonbls." 
declared  Mr.  Manson.  "Ws  can't  go 
round  testing  beer  as  in  the  old  days. 
We  can't  enforce  It." 

Not  Enforcing 

"You  aren't  enforcing  it  now,"  ln- 
tsrjected  Mr.'  Perry. 

"We  are  doing  fairly  well,"  re- 
turned the  Attorney-General.  "At  the 
same  time,  there  are  so-called  good 
citizens,  influential  men.  acting  as 
polios  commissioner*,  who  don't  make 
a  semblance  of  pretence  to  enforce 
the  Act.  So  long  as  I  hold  this  office 
the  law  will  be  enforced,  or  1  11  move 
for  its  repeal." 

Mr.  Perry  moved  an  amendment 
that  the  clause  be  repealed,  which,  if 
carried,  would  virtually  legalise  the 
sale  of  near-beer,  as  undsr  the 
conditions.  Ths  am 
fsatsd.  only  seven  v< 
Fort  George  member. 

Captain  Maokensle  submitted  an- 
other amendment,  moderating  tbe 
penalty  by  abolishing  the  Jail  sen- 
tence for  first  offence,  and  substitut- 
ing a  fine  maximum  of  tsoo.

"For  what  la  thl.  ahut  fac*?'"  aaka 
Hutchison.  "It  refer*  simply  to  th# 
poaltton  of  the  club  head  at  the  top 
of  the  upward  awing.  If  at  the  top 
of  your  awing  the  face  of  your  driver 
la  looking  toward  the  aky  you  are 
ualng  the  '•hut'  face.  If.  as  moat 
people  do.  you  keep  the  wrist*  under 
the  shaft  at  the  top  of  the  awing.  so 
that  the  face  of  the  club  at  that  point 
la  looking  straight  out  In  front  of  you. 
you  are  adopting  the  'open  face.' 
Only  a  Symptom 
"It  Is  a  picturesque  and  intriguing 
distinction.  But  the  position  of  th* 
olub  face  at  the  top  of  the  swing  is  of 
Do  Importance  In  Itself.  It  is  only  a 
symptom  of  something  the  player  has 
done  during  the  upswing.  And  It  Is 
not  even  a  useful  aymptom.  becaua*  a 
player  cannot  conveniently  see  what 
posiUou  th*  club  face  is  la  at  that 
stag*.  He  can  only  deduce  It  from 
other  facts,  such  as  the  position  of  the 
wrists,  and  he  would,  therefore,  ba 
much  wtsar  to  turn  his  attention  to 
this,  which  is  th*  thing  that  matters, 
and  l«ave  the  club  fac*  out  of  th*  ] 
question  tntlrely. 

•That  Is  why  I  say  that  Mitchells 
articl*  is  likely  to  do  harm.  Like  too 
much  coaching,  it  concentrates  th* 
attention  of  th*  pupil  on  som*  obvious 
but  unimportant  symptom  that  Is  in 
no  way  vital  to  th*  main  Issue.  Every- 
thing that  Mitchell  says  in  his  article 
Is  quite  true,  but  through  a  want  of 
clear  thinking  and  the  love  of  the 
editor  for  a  catchy  phrase,  he  has  set 
hundreds  of  golfers  worrying  about 
th*  position  *f  the  club  face,  when 
what  he  really  want*  to  say  1*  that 
thsy  Hhould  keep  their  left  elbow  In. 

"For  that  Is  all  it  amounts  to.  You 
cannot  get  the  club  Into  the  shut  face 
so  long  as  you  keep  the  left  wrist  and 
elbow  under  the  club  at  the  top  of  th* 
swing. 

There  Is  nothing  fresh  in  th* 
warning  against  the  sin  of  the  shut 
face,  except  the  nsme.  Of  course. 
Mitchells  feason  for  making  so  much 
of  it  is  that  he  haa  discovered  this  old 
•rror  breaking  out  afresh  In  America, 
as  he  says,  and.  I  can  quite  believe, 
with  the  worst  possible  effect  on  th* 
play  of  thoa*  who  ar*  adopUng  it. 
Th*  thing  for  every  golfer  to  do  with 
regard  to  th*  ahut  fac*  Is  to  forget 
that  he  ever  heard  of  It  " 

WORLD'S  UNEMPLOYED 


Realising  that  each  country.  In  its 
effort*  to  solr*  Its  own  unemploy- 
ment problem,  may  be  abl*  to  learn 
something  from  what  other  countries 
have  done  in  the  matter,  the  Ihterns- 
tlonal  Offlo*  of  th*  Leagu*  of  Nations 
t  Geneva  has  Just  published  an  In- 
structive volume  called  "Remedies 
for  Unemployment." 

After  a  description  of  the  different 
systems  of  unemployment  Insurance 
at  present  in  force.  It  is  stated.  "How- 
ever well  organised  It  may  be,  unem- 
ployment insurance  is  still  merely  a 
makeshift,  and  it  l»  In  the  Interests  of 
workers  and  of  the  economic  life  of 
the  community  thnt  unemployment 
should  be  reduced  at  tho  outset  to  a 
minimum.  The  first  measures  which 
have  served  this  obJ*ct  have  been 
taken  with  a  view  to  the  mo*t  com- 
pleto  and  the  fairest  possible  distri- 
bution of  all  avallabl*  employment." 

Thl*  subject  Is  dealt  with  in  a  high- 
ly intereatlng  section  which  treats  of 
the  different  experiments  made  in 
organlxlng  employment  exchanges, 
technical  education  and  th*  placing 
of  th*  "right  man  in  th*  right  work" 
by  means  of  careful  advice  when  the 
youth  Is  leaving  school  aad  starting 
to  earn  his  living,  emigration  of 
workers  snd  the  recruiting  of  workers 
Of  one  country  for  employment  In 
another,  and  similar  questions. 

A  third  section  deals  with  the  or- 
ganisation of  relief  works  in  various 
countries  and  the  new  Ideas  which 
hav*  been  carried  into  operation  In

In  Local  Jewish  Circles  for 
Klght  Day*

The  Feast  of  Dedication,  or  Feast 
of  Lights,  as  the  festival  1.  known  in 
the  Synagogue  a.  Chanukah  I.  called, 
will  be  observed  In  Jewish  circles  for 
eight  days,  beginning  the  evening  of 
Deoember  14.>i 

Chanukah  Is  a  minor  festival  of 
the  synagogal  calendar.  No  special 
ritual  service  Is  now  followed  In  its 
observance.  In  connection  with  the 
Sabbath  of  the  Chanukah  week  there 
are  special  prayers  recited  to  com- 
memorate the  festival,  while  In  the 
home  candles  are  lighted,  beginning 
with  one  candle  on  the  first  night, 
two  on  the  second,  three  on  the  third, 
and  *o  on. 

The  festival  has.  however,  an  In- 
creasing value  In  the  affection  of  the 
Jewish  people,  who  read  In  it  a  veri- 
fication of  their  hope  and  age-long 
Idealism. 

Overlapping  a  very  ancient  cere- 
monial In  connection  with  the  Winter 
solstice  was  the  celebration  of  a  hls- 
a  tori. -ill  event,  namely,  the  triumph  of 
the  Maccabees  In  their  battle  against 
the  Imperialism  of  Syria. 

These  epochal  events  In  the  stirring 
years  of  168-166  B.C.K..  recount  the 
valor  and  heroism  of  a  few  Palestin- 
ian Jews,  who  rose  In  revolt  ngalnst 
the  tyrannies  of  King  Antlochus  of 
Syria,  also  known  as  "Kplphanes."  the 
madman.  This  tyrant  sought 
compel  his  subjects  to  forswear  their 
native  language  and  abandon  their 
religion,  which  had  even  at  that  day 
been  an  Inheritance  of  centuries. 

Submissive  subjects  and  weaklings 
yielded  to  th*  royal  decrees  and  bowed 
before  the  Images  mad*  ny  man's 
hand  and  off*r*d  up  eacrtflc*  to  abom- 
inations forbidden  by  the  stern  religion 
of  their  fathers.

They  stopped  for 
the  noonday  meal  at  a  houae  in  which 
there  was  a  boy  of  about  his  own  age. 
The  two  boys  went  down  to  a  »pot 
where  a  circus  had  been  playing  \* 
Tew  day*  previously.  The  bar*  had 
been  left  In  their  place,  and.  said  the 
speaker,  >i<  had  got  up  on  top  of 
the  bars  and  started  doing  some 
fancy  atunts.  A  lady,  who  was  stand *■ 
ing  In  a  nearby  doorway,  perceived 
the  youth  engaging  In  the  exercises, 
beckoned  to  him.  and  asked  him  to 
try  a  handspring  and  otheT  stunt*. 
This  he  did,  and  the  lady  handed 
him  a  dollar  bill  for  hi*  work.  He 
kept*  up  the  performance  for  some 
time,  during  which  a  number  of  In- 
terested people  gathered.  A  hat  was 
passed  around  and  he  went  home 
that  night  with  112  In  hi*  pocket.

Further  discussion  of  the  acl  for 
the  Uoenclng  of  Insurance  agents  and 
adjusters  took  place  In  the  Legisla- 
ture yesterday  afternoon  In  commit- 
tee, and  a  number  of  amendments 
I  were  made. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Pooley  objected  to  any 
loophole  in  the  act  whloh  would  al- 
low companies  to  give  rebates  on  in- 
surance to  large  property  owners. 
The  Attorney-General  assured  him 
that  a  proposed  smendment  was 
framed  to  the  end  of  preventing  just 
what  the  member  from  Esquimau 
was  objecting  to.  and  the  amend- 
ment waa  carried. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Perry  objected  to  lawyers 
being  exempt  from  securing  a  licence 
when  acting  a*  collectors  of  Insur- 
ance moneys. 

The  Attorney-General  contended 
that  lawyers  called  upon  to  be  made 
Inaurance  collectors  for  ollenta  were 
acting  In  a  legal  capacity,  and  were 
not  thereby  created  Inaurance  agent*. 

Mr.  J.  II.  Clenrlhue  supported  this 
Mew.

DECORATED  SPOON  AND  FORK

MORE  LIGHT  FROM  YOUR  WINDOWS 


Now  that  Fall  house 
cleaning  is  over.  It  Is  time 
to  think  about  new  r-urtalnn 
and  draperlea  for  the  win- 
dows. If  you  have  a  room 
which  ia  Inclined  to  ho  dark 
the  drapery  and  curtain 
shown  here,  will  appeal  to 
you.  The  curtain  ia  net  only 
very  unusual,  but  will  allow 
a  maximum  of  liajfct  to  come 
In  through  the  window.  In 
this  arrangement  the  side 
plecea  and  top  dTape  are 
put  back  of  the  window 
caaement,  the  Inside  edge  of 
the  side  pieces  Just  coming 
to  where  the  glass  begina 
Instead  of  the  usual  aci  tn  or 
net  curtains,  there  is  only  a 
short  net  drape  at  the  top, 
which  softens  the  effect  of 
the  draperies  against  the 
glaaa.  but  permits  more  light 
to  enter  the  window. 

The  side  draperlea  and 
top  piece  for  your  window 
may  be  of  any  color  or  ma- 
terial desired.  Be  sure  and 
hang  them  well  back  from 
the  window,  having  them 
Just  come  to  the  inald*  of 
the  casing.  The  bob  place 
may  be  a  straight  full  ruffle 
or  a  shaped  flat  piece,  tike 
that  shown  In  the  sketch.  Have 
the  net  curtain  ,  come  only  a 
short  distance  below  this  top 
piece.  It  may  be  of  plain  net  or 
ornamented  with  lace  as  shown  In  the

AN  INDIRECT  LIGHTING  SHADE 

Her*  Is  ar 


an  Indirect  light  for  the 
centre  of  a  'bedroom,  the  bowl  of 
which  Is  made  of  silk  instead  of 
glass.  A  very  simple  electric  light- 
ing fixture  Is  all  that  is  necessary 
under  tho  shade.  Just  a  chain  sus- 
pended from  the  celling  having  two 
socket*  attached  to  the  end  is  suffi- 
cient. The  bowl  Is  made  of  silk  on 
a  wlr*  n»t me.  Select  a  wire  lamp 
•hade  frame  of  the  shape  shown  In 
the  little  sketch  about  flfteen  Inches 
in  diameter.  It  does  not  make  any 
difference  If  the  slides  slope  out  n 
little,  but  tha  frame  with  straight 
sides  will  make  the  most  attractive 
fixture.  Wrap  the  wire*  of  tha  trams 
with  binding  ribbon  In  the  same 
color  selected  for  the  shade  Cut  the 
allk  for  the  covering  long  enough  to 
reach  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of 
the  frame  and  then  allow  It  to  hang 
below  the  bottom  ao  that  It  can  be 
gathered  In  to  the  centre  and  hang 
down  aa  ahown  In  the  sketch  Start- 
ing at  the  top  of  the  ahade  pleat  the 
silk  over  the  top  wire  and  sew  it  In 
place  with  buttonhole  twist.  Pull  the 
silk  down  very  tight  and  pleat  It 
over  the  bottom  wire.  Sew  In  place. 
Gather  the  end  of  the  allk  which 
hangs  below  the  bottom  wire,  and 
sew  thia  over  a  brass  curtain  ring. 
Finish  the  edge  with,  gilt  braid.  Fin- 
ish the  top  and  bottom  edges  of  the 
shade  with  gilt  brnld  or  with  a  ruche 
aa  shown  In  the  sketch.  One  may 
have  the  rucbe  pleated  by  machln- 


«ry  wherever  box  pleating  is  dona. 
This  bowl  la  suspended  from  the 
Uahtlng  fixture  by  four  chains.  A 
allk  cord  la  lied  to  the  pull  chain  of 
the  fixture  and  brought  through  the 
opening  of  the  curtain  ring  at  the 
bottom.  This  cord  should  be  finished 
with  a  allk  tassel  on  the  end.

l«y  flie  majority  vote  of  the  Kaqul- 
malt  Court  of  Revision,  the  names  of 
ISO  soldiers,  members  of  the  Perma- 
nent Force  of  the  Active  Militia,  were 
aajfgejlt  off  the  munlclpsl  voters'  list 
laat  night  at  a  meeting  of  the  court 
held  at  the  Municipal  Hall.  Council 
lars  Pomeroy  and  Bridle  voted  to  have 
these  namea  struck  out.  which  In- 
cluded men.  living  In  Work  Point  bar- 
racks, those  living  in  rented  homes 
outside  of  barracks,  men  who  live  in 
married  quarters  at  Work  Point,  and 
wives  of  soldiers  Who  have  them- 
selves paid  the  road  tax  in  order  to 
obtain  a  vote,  while  Reeve  JU>ckley 
stood  alone  In  all  cases  except  that 
regarding  the  men  who  lived  In  bar- 
racks, which  he  did  not  oppose.. 

In  spite  of  repeated  efforts  by 
Reeve  Ixx-kley  to  persuade  the  other 
two  members  of  the  court  that  It  had 
not  been  proven  satisfactorily  that 
these  soldiers  had  not  the  right  to 
exercise  the  franchise.  Councillors 
Pomeroy  and  Bridle  remained  firm 
In  their  stand  that,  in  their  opinion, 
which  waa  largely  based  upon  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  O.  Q.  Badger,  the  mu- 
nicipality's legal  advisor,  the  soldiers 
did  not  possess  the  qualifications 
which  would  entitle  them  to  vote. 

It  is  thought  that  the  soldiers  will 
lodge  an  appoal. 

Laritc  Crowd  Present 
The  Municipal  Hull  was  crowded 
by  many  soldiers  and  ratepayers,  who 
alike  were  keenly  interested  In  the 
progress  of  the  war  which  has  been 
waging  for  the  past  few  days  over 
the  franchise  Issus.  Many  times 
throughout  the  three-hour  session 
comments,  calls  and  cries  came  from 
the  gallery,  which  showed  through- 
out Its  hostility  to  tha  attitude  which 
Councillors  Bridle  and  Pomeroy  wera 
taking  towards  the  objections  which 
were  made  by  Mr.  E.  H,  Anderson  to 
the  court  on  Monday  vnlght. 

Mr.  Anderson  was  present  again 
last  night,  and  when  aaked  many 
tlmea  how  and  from  whom  he  had 
received  information  which  resulted 
in  his  objections,  he  refused  to  an- 
swer. 

The  majority  of  the  court  saw  fit 
to  allow  those  against  whom  objec- 
tions had  been  raised  to  appear  before 
it  and  show  why  they  should  not  be 
removed  from  the  voters'  list,  rather 
than  have  the  person  who  objected 
prove  that  such  and  such  a  person 
was  not  entitled  to  have  tho  fran- 
chise. 

Makes  Explanation 

On  a  question  of  privilege,  Mr.  H. 
A.  Maclean.  K.C..  informed  the  court 
that  Mr.  Harry  Maynard  had  not  In- 
tended to  make  any  suggestion  that 
would  cast  any  aspersion  on  the  ef- 
ficiency of  Aviators  Palmer  and  Pom- 
eroy. "There  have  been  letters  In 
the  press  In  regard  to  this."  stated  Mr. 
Maclean,  adding  that  "Mr.  Maynard 
had  proteated  their  franchise  because 
efficiency  certificates  as  required  by 
the  Municipal  Act  to  enable  '.hem  to 
vote  had  not  been  produced  by  them." 

Reeva  Lockley  vigorously  assailed 
the  rumors  he  had  placed  Soldiers' 
names  on  the  voters'  list  to  serve 
his  own  ends.  He  said  that  these 
reportB  were  without  foundation,  as 
were  the1  statement*  that  he  had 
taken  sgme  of  the  soldiers'  affidavits. 

He  pointed  out  that  some  of  the 
Permanent  Force  men  had  been  vot- 
ing since  the  municipality  was  incor- 
porated In  1912.  and  conaldered  it 
rather  strange  that  objection  should 
be  taken  to  them  now. 


Question  of  Legality

The  chairman  raised  the  legal 
point  as  to  whether  the  court  was 
In  order  in  proceeding.  He  said  that 
according  to  the  Municipal  Act  any 
adjournments  in  the  court  sittings 
that  might  be  taken  must  be  from 
"day  to  day,"  and  the  court  hud  not 
sat  slnco  Monday  night.  Mr.  Q.  G. 
Hedger  would  not  give  an  off-hand 
opinion  on  the  point. 

Councillor  I'omeroy  said  that 
"when  the  court  concludeM,  wd  can 
take,  steps  to  have  the  legality  con- 
firmed if  necessary." 

The  municipal  solicitor  submitted 
an  opinion  which  upheld  tha  view 
that  the  names  objected  to  by  Mr. 
Anderson  were  not  properly  qualified 
to  record  the  franchise. 

There  was  considerable  argument 
as  to  members  of  the  permanent 
force  being  regarded  as  belonging  to 
the  Active  Militia,  during  which  Mr. 
Hi  A  Maclean.  K.C.,  who  appeared 
for  the  soldiers,  contended  that  the 
Active  Militia  comprised  the  Per- 
manent Active  Militia  and  the  Non- 
Permanent  Militia.  He  said  that  tha 
soldiers  were  members  of  the  per- 
manent force,  and  were  thus  mem- 
bers of  the  Active  Militia  and  entitled 
to  vote. 

Councillor  Pomeroy  asked  whether 
any  of  the  soldiers  had  voted  In  Wed- 
nesday's civic  election  In  Victoria, 
and  he  was  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive. Ho  was  not  altogether  pleased 
at  the  thought  of  the  aoldiers  voting 
twice,  the  second  time  In  Bsqulmalt. 
this  fact  leading  Reeve  I«ockley  to 
comment  that  "Mr.  Pomeroy  seems 
to  be  very  worried  over  votes,"  the 
remark  meeting  with  general  laugh- 
ter. 

Mr.   I'omeroy   Defends  Stand 

lu  defence  of  his  stsnd,  Councillor 
Pomeroy  said  that  he  could  see  the 
danger  of  allowing  a  large  number  to 
hold  a  block  vote  In  a  community

the  latter  why  he  would  not  tell  the 
court  more  about  the  objections,  but 
the  replies  were  evaalve.  Mr.  JLock- 
ley  then  mentioned  that  Councillor 
Pomeroy  had  come  to  the  Municipal 
Hall  and  got  the  names  of  the  so|. 
dlers  who  were  being  objected  to 
from  the  voters'  list  and  wrote  them 
down  In  a  notebook.  "No  other  par- 
son except  you  got  those  name*.  Only 
one  man  has  the  nafmee.  and  t  think 
that  It  waa  you  who  gave  It  to  Mr 
Anderson."  be  declared. 

Councillor  Pomeroy  contended  thet

REFUGEES  UNABLE 
TO  LEAVE  SHIPS 

Chinese  Give  Help  to  Destitute  White 
Guards  and  Offer  Expedition 
Leader  Money  to  Depart 

SHANGHAI.  Dec.  14.— The  Rus- 
sian refugee  fleet  of 'fourteen  ships 
loaded  with  the  destitute  remnants 
of  the  white  guard  forces  of  Vladi- 
vostok, which  arrived  here  a  few  days 
ago  out  of  fuel  and  provisions,  still 
is  lying  at  anchor  In  the  river,  un- 
able to  proceed  farther  and  barred 
from  landing  Its  human  freight  by 
the  Chlneae  authorities. 

In  the  meantime  different  local 
organizations  have  contributed  funds 
for  relief  of  the  most  Immediate 
necessities  for  the  homeless  wan- 
derers. 

Chinese  social'  organizations  have 
offered  Admiral  Stark,  leader  of  the 
expedition.  $20,000  (Mexican),  and 
tbe  Chinese  Red  Cross  $2,000  (Mex- 
ican). If  he  will  salt  away  with  his 
charges  and  agree  not  to  attempt  to 
land  at  any  other  Chinese  point.

A 
late  message  from  Montreal  estimates 
tft#-  Canadian  wheat  crop  aa  compiled 
by  a  leading  Canadian  export  Interest 
at  263. 681. ..00  buehela.  against  the 
final  Government  estimate  of  216.- 
046.000  bushels,  and  soma  private 
estimates  of  nearly  400.000.000  bush- 
ela  Oats,  I2t.700.000  bushels,  against 
Government  figures  of  IIS, III, 000. 
We  continue  of  the  opinion  that  the 
decline  will  be  temporary  and  not  far 
extended.

A  transaction 
which  ordinarily  would  involve  the 
sale  of  sterling  bills  on  a  large  scale, 
and  Is  a  scarcely  leas  Immedlato  se- 
quel to  the  enactment  of  the  ForD- 
ney  Tariff  Hill.  Intended  to  restrict 
our  Import  of  merchandise  from 
.Europe,"  The  Times  says. 

In  attempting  to  answer  this  -  seem- 
ing paradox,"  Th.  Time,  continues: 

London  Regain.  Position  ' 

"The  underlying  Influence  in  thi. 
remarkable  movement  has  In  all 
probability  been  the  return  to  London 
as  the  world's  central  market  and 
central  depository  of  the  balances 
carried  for  purpoaes  of  finance  or 
trade  by  merchants  and  member,  of 
all  countries.  Remittance,  of  that 
eort  will  never  continue  on  the  nor- 
mal seal,  in  the  case  of  a  country 
whose  exchange  is  falling,  and  tho 
International  value  of  whose  currency 
has  shrunk  far  below  par. 

Balancing  her  budget,  stimulating 
b«r  export  trade  and  rejecting  all 
ptopoaal.  for  compromise  with  de- 
preciated currency.  England  has  fair- 
ly fought  her  way  back  to  something 
01  her  old  position,  a  fact  which  the 
movement  of  international  capital  to 
London  and  the  great  advance  in 
sterling  plainly  recognize." 

A  Broad  Outlook 
The  Wall  Street  Journal  goes  into 
an  exhaustive  review  today  of  con- 
ditions which  surrounded  tho  rise  of 
pound,  in  New  Tork  market..  This 
re.ult.  It  aays,  point,  to  event,  of 
far-reaching  importance  which  are 
taking  place  In  the  International  mar- 
ket.. 

"Great  Britain,  now  preparing  to 
begin  paying  her  debt  to  the  United 
States,  is  going  to  put  the  sterling 
back  to  par,  or  thereabout.,  so  a.  to 
cheapen  the  operation  for  her  as 
much  a.  powlble,"  this  newspaper 
says,  adding  that  Oreat  Britain  has 
plans  other  than  her  own  Interests 
In  view,  one  being  her  determina- 
tion to  bring  the  world  back  to  a 
pre-war  standard.

An  Kxplanatlon  by  Chief  Justice 

Sir, — I  understand  that  recently  In 
the  Legislature  an  allusion  was  made 
to  a  phrnse  which  It  was  assumed 
that  I  made  use  of  In  dealing  with  a 
criminal  esse  In  Vancouver,  snd  that 
Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  Insinuated  that  I 
was  actuated  by  an  Improper  motive 
In  giving  that  decision.  But  for  this 
I  would  not  have  taken  any  notice  of 
It.  but  It  now  becomes  necessary  that 
1  should  state  what  happened,  so  that 
any  person  may  Judge  for  himself 
whether  the  Court  could  have  de- 
cided otherwise  If  it  did  its  duty. 

The  phrase  which  It  is  supposed  I 
used  was:  "Justice  Is  tainted  at  the 
fountain  head." 

It  waa  Mr.  Bowser  himself  who 
pave  the  vogue  to  this  phrase  in  some 
remarks  made  after  the  decision,  tak- 
ing it  for  granted  that  the  news- 
paper account  was  correct,  but  in  at- 
tributing it  to  me  he  made  a  ml*, 
take,  as  the  "fountain  head  of  Jus- 
tire"  wa.  not  Mr.  Bowser,  but  the 
King. 

With  regard  to  the  case  itself,  the 
essential  facts  were  that  the  de- 
fendant, who  was  convicted  under  the 
Criminal  Code,  secured  the  services 
of  Mr.  Bowser's  firm  to  *et  a«lde  the 
conviction,  which,  of  course,  it  was 
Mr.  Bowser's  duty  as  Attorney-Oen- 
ersl  to  uphold.  If  obtained  according 
to  law.  When  the  case  cam.  on  to 
be  heard  before  me,  counsel  who  .up- 
ported  the  conviction  objected  that 
the  counsel  who  represented  Mr. 
Bowser's  firm  had  no  right  to  appear 
In  support  of  the  convicted  person  In 
a  criminal  case,  to  which  the  latter 
replied  that  he  did  not  share  In  the 
profit,  of  the  firm,  but  was  engaged 
on  a  salary.  Thereupon,  after  In- 
specting the  papers,  I  pointed  out 
that  this  statement  did  not  meet  the 
objection,  s.  the^  proceedings  were 
originated  by  the  Arm;  that  the 
firm's  name  was  endorsed  on  ths 
papers;  that,  in  short,  the  applica- 
tion was  tainted  at  the  fountain  head. 

And  it  was  so,  a.  It  was  clearly  a 
violation  of  the  law  that  no  man  1. 
allowed  to  have  an  interest  or  profit 
which  may  conflict  with  his  duty.

Large  Acreage  In  TTiat  Country  Has 
lie -n  Mown — Inveattigmtlnn  uf 
HoMUbiUtlevt  Being  Matjc 

It  would  seem  that  Australia's 
share  In  the  great  textile  manufac- 
turing Industries  of  the  world  Is  not 
to  be  confined  to  the  growing  and 
exporting  of  wool,  but  will  at  no  dis- 
tant date  also  Include  that  necessary 
commodity,  cotton. 

Owing  to  the  haavy  demand  for 
seed  cotton  in  Queensland,  th.  esti- 
mate of  the  eeaaon'.  planting  t.  still 
growing,  and.  although  It  ta  yet-  early 
In  the  season  to  form  a  reliable  esti- 
mate a.  to  the  acreage  of  cotton  that 
will  be  available  for  harvesting,  a 
conservative  estimate  place,  it  at 
about  60.000  acre..

An  old  woman  of  70  years  is  head 
of  the  great  Susukl  A  Co.,  one  of  the 
Idggest  commercial  houses  of  Japan. 
According  to  her  eldest  son.  Mr.  I. 
Susukl.  among  the  passengers  for 
Kobe  on  the  Empress  of  Canada  last 
night,  she  is  sUll  in  good  health,  at 
the  company'a  offices  every  day  and 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  firm's  hugs  bustn*rs.  On 
ths  death  of  ths  father  of  the  fam- 
ily, a  small  sugar  merchant,  many 
years  ago,  Madame  Susukl  assumed 
control  herself  and  built  up  the  af- 
fairs of  the  concern,  until  it  Is  today 
among  the  most  powerful  companies 
In  Japan  with  world-wide  Interests. 
The  parent  firm  now  has  twenty-five 
subsidiaries  In  the  Orient,  and  a 
great  fleet  of  steamers,  of  which  no 
fewer  than  fifty  nine  have  loaded  at 
Pacific  coast  ports  during  the  past 
year,  most  of  them  at  Portland,  Ore., 
where  the  company  has  Its  Pacific 
coast  headquarters.

Ncw_  French  Steamer  Will  Join 
tny'e  Pacific 


The  Compagnie  Generate  Trans- 
atlantlque,  after  two  years  In  the 
Pacific  Coast -Europe  cargo  routes, 
are  ao  well  satisfied  with  the  vokuuie 
of  business  that  they  are  consnicrlng 
improvement  of  their  services.  The 
line,  generally  known  aa  the  French 
Line,  has  decided  to  put  threo  more 
vessels  on  the  run. 

The  steamer  Do  Oraese.  now  under 
construction  In  British  shipyards, 
will  be  one  of  the  boats  assigned  the 
service,  and  two  ex-German  boats, 
the  Oeneral  Galllenl  and  the  Leo- 
poldlna.  The  former  German  boats 
will  be  renamed  by  the  French  line 
when  the  negotiations  for  theta>trana- 
fer  have  been  finally  completed.  ' 

The  Galllenl  was  built  at  Trieste 
for  the  Lloyd  Austrlaco  Co.,  and  Is  a 
boat  of  8.900  tona.  Prior  to  the  war 
she  made  several  trips  across  the 
Atlantic. 

The  Leopoldina  was  a  crack  Ham- 
burg-American ship  of  12,000  tons, 
and  waa  seised  at  Brazil  during  the 
war. 

Both  these  ex-German  boats  have 
a  speed  of  sixteen  knots  and  both 
are  built  to  carry  a  limited  number 
of  passengers.  It  1«  not  known 
whether  the  company  will  open  up 
the  passenger  accommodation  or  not.
